A few days ago Mr. William Shep- 


ley, as chalruiau of the Park Commis- 
sion, received » query as to the hislory 
of the Liberty Tree. Not being famil- 
iar with the subject he applied for iu- 
formatiou to Mr. B. H. Tilley, libra- 
raiu of the Newpott Historical Society. 
Mr. Tilley's reply contained a brief re- 
sume of the history of this tree, which 
may be of Interest to residents of New- 
port. The letter was as follows: 


Sept. 24, 1906. 


HON. WM. SHEPLEY, 


MY DKAR SIH:— 
Ib reply to your query regarding the 


Liberty Tree lot, I would sav that ou 
tbel-lihofApril, 1766, William Read 
of Newporl, "Iu cousideraliou of the- 
love of my Country aud an ardent de- 
sire to perpetuate to the late.-: Poster- 
ity the Liberties aud Privileoges hand- 
ed down by my glorious Ancestors, 


i and also for tbe further consideration 
i of Five shillings Lawful money," con- 


veyed to William Ellery, John Collins, 
Robert Crook, aud Samuel Fowler, as 
trustees, a self-appointed body, "a cer- 
tain Large Button Wood Tree standing 
ill the North End of Thamts Direct, 
iu 
Newport aforesaid, and 
at tbe 


North End of my Lott of Laud there, 
beiutr with the Land on 
which it 


stands, bounded us follows. Easterly 
on Farewell Street about twenty-six 
feet, 
Southerly by uiy said Lott oi' 


Land about Eleven feet", and Westerly 
ou Thames Street, making a Point to 
tbe Norih aud lying In the' form of u 
Triangle with the appurteuaucee." 


This tree was cut down by the Brit- 


ish duriug the time that they occupied 
tbe Island in the Revolutionary War, 
but ou their departure a secoud tree 
was planted to replace It. This secoud 
tree, in turn, was cut down, about 1859 
01 1860, aud a third tree planted about 
1876 
which stood uutll about 1S96, 


when the present tree was plauted. 
Plates were placed on the first aud 
second trees by the Sons of Liberty. 
Whether the first plate ie now in exist- 
ence I do not know, but the secoud I 
understand is in possession of the fam- 
ily of the late George H. Norman. 


About the lime that the fourth tree 


was plauted, the Iron fence which now 
surrouudti the tree was, I believe, erect- 
ed. 


Tbe trustees appointed their suc- 


cessors until the death of the late Wil- 
liam A. Clarke, when three vacancies 
existed iu the trusteeship. 
In 1893, 


Heury Audley Clarke aud Duuiout 
Clarke, heirs at law of Wm. A. Clarke, 
petitioned to tbe Legislature of Ilbode 
Inland to ratify a grant made by them 
to the Newport Historical 
Society, 


making said Society tbe trustee to all 
tbe intents and purposes specified iu 
the original deed of Mr. Read. The 
original deed Is In possession of said 
Society. 


J, personally, have been of tbe opin- 


ion that the present tree does not carry 
out the idea expressed by Mr. Read, 
aud hope tbat some day some more ap- 
propriate monument or tablet will be 
placed at the head of the lot or near by, 
poiutiug out tbe origiual spot of the 
first Liberty Tree. The tree aud feuce 
are now In the way of trafllc, aud tlie 
condition uf tbe modern roadbed pre- 
vents tbe proper growth of the tree.

Roosevelt Contributes. 


The suit brought by Chief Yeoman 


F. J. Bueuzle, U. S. N., against the 
Newport Amusement Association for 
3500 damages for beiug excluded from 
tbe dance hall ou account of hie uni- 
form, after having purchased a ticket, 
Is attracting attention all over the 
country, aud ibis will undoubtedly be 
made a test case. A similar suit is iu 
progress In Crevelaud.Ohio, but it looks 
ss if the local suit might come to trial 
first. President Roosevelt has taken 
au interest in the matter and has sent 
his checK for §100 to help prosecute 
the case. His letter was as follows: 


Oysttr Bay, N. Y., Sept. 21, 1906. 
Desr Admiral Thomas: I enclose ?100 


to be used in that suit, which thanks 
to you has been feo wisely undertaken, 
to test tlie legality of excluding uuy 
man from any public place of enter- 
tainment because he wears tho United 
States uuiform. I feel Ibat It is the 
duty of every good citizen to endeavor 
iu every shape and way to make it 
plain tbat he regards tbe uniform of 
the Uuited States arirly aud navy, just 
as much wheu worn by an enlisted 
man as when worn by an officer, as a 
badge of honor, and therefore entitling 
tlie wearer to* honor so long as be be- 
hnves decently. 


There la uo fiuer body of meu iu till 


j our country than the enlisted men of 


the niiay iitul inivy of the 
United 


Sillies, and I cannot suillcieutly ex- 
press my iudiguatiou aud coutempt 
for any man who treats his uniform 
save with the respect to which it is 
entitled. If a man misbehaves him- 
self, then no matter what uuiform he 
wears, be should be dealt with accord- 
lugly; but the fact of wearing tbe 
Uuited States uuiform should be ac- 
cepted as presumptive evidence that 
the man who wears It is all right, and 
any discrimination against the uniform 
as such is more than presumptive evi- 
dence that the man thus discriminat- 
ing Is all wrong.

ome weeks ago, iu referring to tiie 


Chilean eaithquake, it was rematked 
that the year 11106 would be a notable 
one iu the bistory of disasters arising 
from convulsions of nature. The erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvius und the eartu- 
quakes at San Francisco and Valparaiso 
were of sufficient moment lo give the 
year distinction in theauuafs ofcaluui- 
ity. Last week, however, has added 
another to the list of the world's strik- 
ing casualties. On Tuesday a typboou 
of terrible force swept from the China 
sea over the harbor of Hongkong, scat- 
tering devasiou iu its path, destroying 
wharves, inundating the low-lying 
part of tbe town aud 
strewing the 


shore with the wreckage of vessels. 


It is difficult yet to form anything: 


like an accurate estimate of the amount 
of the loss occasioned by this destruc- 
tive storm, but what are said to be con- 
servative calculations place the dead at 
no less than 10,000, while the damage 
to property is put at about $20,000,000. 
Hongkong, which is a British crown 
colony, was formerly an integral part 
of China and was ceded to Great Brit- 
ain lu 1841. The port is a great center 
for British commerce with China and 
is a military and naval station of great 
importance. The population of the 
colony, which iucludes a tract on the 
mainland, was 284,000 iu 1901.

large number of permits which have 
beeu issued since the first of July have 
beeu for little jobn, small alterations 
aud the erectiou of sheds, undertakings 
which would keep a few uieu busy, 
but not for mauy weeks. The dearth 
of buildiug operations of magnitude is 
cousidered by Inspector Hopkins to be 
unfortunate in many respects, in tbat 
it Is retarding the growth of the city 
and will be felt severely by tbose who 
are identified with the building trades.

This was particularly noticeable 
In the numerous big irrigation projects 
now being conducted by the government 
in the west. Here the application of the 
eight-hour labor law was uot at all ex- 
pected till the mutter \vtis brought up 
by some of the walking delegates, and 
u decision demanded from the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Then it was pointed 
out that the law of coure'j literally up- 
plied to government contracts and men 
who are perfectly willing to work ten 
hours for the extra money that Ufere 
was in It were forced lo knock off at 
tho end of eight hours in u region where 
there were absolutely uo recreations ex- 
cept a long trip to the nearest town and 
a night of drinkiug aud gambling. Tbe 
order has interfered materially witli a 
greut deal of government work aud has 
Increased the cost of the irrigation pro- 
jects above mentioned as much as 25 
per cent.

Illt-rapolls Is a strange ruined city

| springs is that, of a very warm bath 


I and while hot there Is not a trace of 


] that petrifying element which renders 
, the waters so remarkable ut'ter they 


have cooled and cnuse.i them to turn to 
stone every object they encounter afte; 


; very slight immersion. The swimming 
| batii itself is about fifty feet to sixty 


; feet in length and in many places from 


twelve to tlfteuii fret deep, and is today 
almost as II was in Roman times. The 
opportunity to take a natural hot bath 
was not lost up-m the writer. 
The 


floor and sides and steps are of white 
marble and the depth varies to suit the 
convenience of the swimmer. 
Some 


great upheaval h:is brought down the 
marble columns which once decorated 
the sides of the hath and they lie across 
it in picturesque disorder, some almost 
intact, others broken into many frag- 
ments. 


"Uiie of the columns has so fallen 


across the bath that its base Is exposed 
while its slanting top shines gleaming 
white beneath *he water at a depth of 
some ten feet. On this column one can 
lie with one's head out of water and it 
is not possible to imagine a batli en- 
joyable under more ideal conditions. 
The water Hows out of the basin in 
many-little rivulets and n few hundred 
yards from its source begins to develop 
its petrifying nature. As it cools its 
bed becomes white with u hard, din Iky 
substance and no living thing or plant 
can resist its stony grip. The grasses 
and leaves which fall into its deadly 
waters tiud their grave upon its sur- 
face and the flowers which dip their 
heads into the streams turn into petri- 
fied images of themselves, counterfeit- 
tag nature lu stone, even to their slen- 
der petals. 


"Thf fall from the top of the cliff 


into the vulley is in some cases abrupt 
and steep and in others gradual, 
in 


the latter a succession of basins has 
been formed descending the slopes In 
ever diminishing size, as the waters 
in their descent have overflowed from 
one rim to another. Stalactites depend 
from the top of the cliff, and forma- 
tions like gigantic beehives glimmer in 
the sun. 
Seen from a distance, the 


very waters appear to have been 
caught and turned to rock as they 
flowed and noiseless waterfalls of 
stone take the place of the liquid ele- 
ment."—Chicago News.

Below Is a curious calculation on 


the amount of energy expended by a 
person weighing 168 pounds in climb- 
ing a mountain peak 7,000 feet high, 
the time allowed for the ascent being 
five hours: By careful calculation It 
is found that the total amount of la- 
bor performed Is equal to raising 
1,350,000 pounds to a height of one foot 
or that of raising one pound to a 
height of 1,380,000 feet. Of this enor- 
mous amount of work 1,176,000 foot 
pounds are expended by the muscles of 
the legs in raising or lifting the body, 
12,000 by the heart in circulating the 
blood, 30,000 by lue chest in breath- 
ing and 54,000 in the various exer- 
tions of balancing the body, overcom- 
ing friction of the ground, etc.

The keynote of tbe President's yottug 


life bad beeu perserverlug industry. I'tiat 
of bis mature years was self-control 
and generous forgiveness. Aud surely 
bin reinars on the night of his second 
election for President, that he did not 
thluk reseiitoient "paid," and that no 
uiau bad lime lu upend half his life in 
quarrels, was well borne oui by the 
fruit of bis act'ous. It was this spirit 
alone which made possible much thai 
be was able to accomplish. His rule 
of coQduct toward all men id summed 
up lu a letter of reprimand thut it be 
-cauie his duty, while he was President, 
to seud to one young ollicer accused of 
-quarreling with another. It deserves 
to be wrilteu in letters of gold on the 
walls of every school and college 
throughout the land: 


Tbe advice of a father to his sou, "be- 


ware of eutrauce to a quarrel, but, 
being iu, bear it that the opposed may 
beware ofthee," is good, but not the 
Lest. Quarrel uot at all. No man re- 
solved to make the most of himself 
can spare time for personal contention. 
Still less can he a (lord to take all the 
consequences, Including the vitiating 
of bis temper, and the loss of self-cou- 
trol. Yield larger tilings to which yon 
cau show uo more thtm equal right; 
and yielil lesser ones though clearly 
yonrown. 
Better give your path to a 


dog thau be, bitten by him in contest- 
ing for the right. Even killing the 
dog would not cure the bite. 


It was this willingness of his to give 


up the "lesser things," und eveu the 
things to which he could claim an 
equal rteht, which kept peace in his 
cabinet, nuule np of men of Mrong wills 
inn] coiitlrclini; mitiiic.-. Their devo- 
tion to the Union, ureat as it was, 
would uot have sufficed in such a 
strangely assorted official family; but 
his unfailing kiuduess and good seuse 
led him to overlook many tilings that 
another man might have regarded an 
deliberate insults; while bis great tact 
aud knowledge of human nature en- 
abled him to briug out the best lu peo- 
ple about him, aud at times to turn 
<their very weaknesses into sources of 
etreugtb. It made it possible for him 
to keep the 
regard of every one of 


them. 
Before he had been in office a 


month it bad transformed Secretary 
Seward from his rival into his lusting 
frieud. It ujade a warm friend out of 
the bluut, positive, hoi-tempeied Ed- 
win M. Stauton, wnobecumeSecretary 
of War iu place of Mr. C'auurou. tie 
was a mutt of strong will and giest en- 
•durauce, aud gave his department a 
.record for bard aud effective work that 
;lt would be difficult to equal. Many 
.stories are told of the disrespect be 
ishowed the President, aud tbe cross- 
pur poses at which they labored. The 
truth is, ihat they understood each 
•other perfectly ou all important mat- 
ten, 
aud worked together through 


three busy tryiug years with ever-iu- 
•creasing affection and. regard. The 
President's kiudly humor forgave bis 
•Secretary many bluut speeches. "Stan- 
ion nays I am a fool?" he is reported to 
have asked a busybody who came fleet- 
footed to tell him of tbe Secretary's 
basty comment ou an order of little 
moment. "Stauton says I am a fool? 
Well"—with a whimsical glance at 
his informant—"then I suppose I must 
be. Btauton is nearly always right." 
Knowing that Stanton was "nearly al- 
ways right," it made little difference 
ito bis chief what he might say ill the 
.heat of momentary annoyance—From 
.Helen Nlcolay.s "The Boys' Life of 
Jjlucolu" iu October St. Nicholas.

"QU what is a youug man to base 


Ibis decision in selecting a life business 
•or profession?" is the question which a 
Massachusetts correspondent of tbe 
Wall Street says he baa put to fifty 
men of large experience aud ability, 
without receiving a satisfactory an- 
swer. Tbe Journal says: 


"There Is no problem that confronts 


41 young man so difficult as Ibis, aud 
•there Is uo golden key to its solution. 
There are, 
however, three obvious 


•rules that should ba tried: 


(1) Study yourself. 
If you have 


-any decided inclination toward any 
profession, or art, 01 trade, It is pretty 
.safe to follow that inclination. It may 
be said to be nature's call. But be sure 
4hat your inclination is genuine aud 
not tbe defect of your conceit. There 
bave beeu meu who imagined that 
they had 'a call1 for the ministry who 
would have succeeded better as arti- 
sans. On the other hand, there are 
meu who have failed in business be- 
cause their fathers wouldn't permit 
them to develop their talent for music. 


(2) If you bave no special Inclina- 


tion toward auy cue pursuit, then nb- 
taiu tbe best education you can get 
that will develop your powers gener- 
ally. While doing this, make an in- 
vestigation of the Held; try to find out 
what professions or trades are the least 
crowded, and then adopt one that beems 
to oiler the largest opportunities of suc- 
cess. For instance, a leading account- 
ant says that no profession now oflers 
larger opportunities for a young man, 
with a mathematical turn of mind, i 
than accounting; for there is a growing i 
demand for competent certified ac- I 
countauts. That might well he worth : 
some young man's investigation, and 
if he found the statement true, his life 
work would appear clear to him. 
| 


(3) 
If yon have no special talent, j 


and cannot make up your mind as to 
what presents tlie b«l Held for success- 
ful labor, then, young man take the 
first task that lies at your hand, aud do 
it the heat you can, watching uot the 
clock uor counting the pay at the end 
of the week to ascertain whether yon 
may not bave given more than you re- 
ceived. In doing the little thing near- 
est you, and doing It well.it i<> alto- 
gether likely you will discover a capaci- 
ty for something better, aud thus with- 
ojt auy conscious decision on your 
part, the problem of your work will be 
solved for you."

General AUcArthiir. 


Lleutuiaut General H«uty <J. C'orblu; 


United State* Aruiy.ha* goue ou to 
tbe retired list, and Lieutenant Central 
Arthur MacArtbur, has become hi* 
successor. The retirement of Ueueral 
Corbiu It another step toward the auol- 
ttlon of the rank of lieutenant general. 
The only one iu active service now 
holding that rank it General MacAr- 
thur, aud he will bave only a brief ser- 
vice as ranking officer of tbe Army be- 
fore following Corbiu aud the others of 
his distinguished predecessors Into re- 
tirement. Theu ihe rauk of lieutenant 
general, which in a tew years since tbe 
spauish-Amencau War has been held 
by tbre« officers still living, besides 
Corbiu, Miles, Chaffee and Bates, will 
lapse. It will not be revived, proba- 
bly, until Its stars are won in gallant 
active service on the field of battle. 


General MacAitbnr, born in 1845, is 


a native of Massachusetts, but with his 
parents weut to Wisconsin when an 
infant and grew up IP Milwaukee, 
passing through the public schools. He 
was not sixteen years old wheu Presi- 
dent Lincoln's first call for troops was 
made in 1881. It was uo fault of his 
that he did uot enlist lu the first regi- 
ment from that 6iate. His father, tue 
late Judge Arthur -MacArllitlr. who 
had also served as lieutenant governor 
nf Wiscousiu aud for live days as its 
governor, prevailed upon his boy to 
. postpone his enlistment for a year be- 
cause of his youth. 


A number of regiments were organ- 


ized at Milwaukee. This schoolboy 
seldom let a day pass without visiting 
a camp and closely watchiug the 
squad, company and battalion drills. 


He also devoted himself to the study 


of tactics, and soon could give the com- 
mands as correctly as and much more 
so than many of theotlicers of the regi- 
rnenls he visited aud watched. Among 
those who had kept watch of the 
would-be soldier was Governor Edward 
Salamon. Knowing of his prolicieucy 
and earnest desire tu become a soldier, 
Governor Salamorr commissioned him 
first lientenantand adjutant of theTweu- 
ty-b'onrth Wrscousin in August, IS(i-. 
When the delicate boy, slim, with 
voice not yet fully changed, reported to 
tlie colonel for duty that otticer gave 
him scant wek'onuMiml sent a reiittest 
to the govenor to jilvc him f.ir adjutant 
one of molt- mature year* and 
Ijelter 


cinalilitrd for tlie impoitaut station. 
The governor declined the request. 


When the udjutaut officiated at dress 


parade for the first tune his squeaky 
voice could be heard by only two or 
three companies. That was the signal 
for much criticism and no little ridi- 
cule, hut instead of disheartening the 
youngster H seemed to prove an incen- 
tive to his best efforts, and iu a com- 
paratively short time he was thoroughly 
posted relative to all of his duties, and 
by practice bis voice became stronger; 
he was a model adjutant. His first 
battle was Perryvllle, and no officer of 
the command was cooler, braver or 
more effective than the boy adjutaut. 
The same Is true of his couduct iu tbe 
battle olStone River. He was unless 
distinguished at tbe great battle of 
Chlckamauga aud at Missionary Bidge, 
Nov. 25.1863, be won a medal of honor 
by taking the flag of bis regiment from 
a soldier who had fallen, aud leadiug 
the command in cuurge ou the enemy's 
liue of earth*oiks. He was tbe first 
man to mount tue works aud plant tbe 
flag. This drew uuusual attention to 
his soldiership. 


Most of tbe time from the beginning 


of Hhermau's march to Atlanta Mac- 
Artbur commanded his regiment, as 
major, to June 8, aud after that as lieu- 
tenant 
colonel. 
He 
was slightly 


wounded in that campaign. His regi- 
ment returned wltb General Thomas 
to Nashville. At the battle of Frank- 
lin be was again conspiciou: for bis 
qravery, aud for service in thai battle 
was brevetted colonel, having previous- 
ly beeu brevetted lieutenant colonel for 
bravery lu trie battles of Perryvllle. 
Stone River, Missionary Ridge and 
Bandrldge. He 
was commissioned 


colonel of his regiment by the gover- 
nor, but owing to its decimated ranks 
he could uot be mustered. At this time 
he was twenty years old. tie was uot 
a voter wbeu, after tbe war, he led bis 
regiment back to Wisconsin. 


After a few months at home be ap- 


plied for a commission iu the regular 
army, aud was made second and first 
lieutenant on tbe same day, Feb. 23, 
1866, and July" 28, the same year, was 
made a captain, .retaining that rank 
for twenty-three years, wheu be was 
transferred to the adjutant general's de- 
partment witb tbe tank of major. May 
26, 1896. be was promoted to be lieu- 
tenant colonel. This rank be held at 
tbe opeuiug of the Spanish-American 
War, when be was made a brigadier 
general of volunteers, reaching Manila 
in time to participate in tbe battle of 
Aug. 13. He was advauced to major 
general tbe day of that battle. From 
that time be was assigned to command 
all of the troops in tbe Philippine* and 
as governor general be commanded a 
division aud bad a prominent part In 
quelling the insurrection. He succeed- 
ed General Otis as chief In command 
and civil governor in March, 1900, and 
was relieved in July, 1901, returning to 
the United States. 
Jan. 2,1900, his rauk in the regular 


army was changed 
from lieutenant 


colouel to brigadier general by which 
he passed over the beads of all -of the 
coloueis iu the army aud many lieuten- 
aut colouelc whose commissious aute- 
lated his. Jt was his second experi- 
ence as a jumper. Feb. 6. 1901, at the 
reorganization of the regular army he 
was advanced to major general. After 
returning to the States he commanded 
the Department of tue Lakes, 
with 


headquarters at Chicago; the Depart- 
ment of the Kast, with headquarters 
ou Governor's Island, New York, and 
was then assigned to the Department 
of California, commanding there until | 
the UIVHOII of the Pacilic was created, I 
when he was placed in command of | 
that. 
He was with the Japanese army dnr- i 


ing a portion, of the war between Japan 
and Russia, and at its close was sent to 
.South Africa and other points of obser- 
vation, returning to San Francisco re- 
centlv to assume command of the Divi- 
sion of the Pacific. His promotion to 
lieutenant general does not chauge hid 
assignment.

t'ne figures as to wages and hours of 
labor lor 1904 and 1905 are derived from 
identical establishments. In tbe data 
collated, 4.121 establishments iu forty- 
two-ludustries, covering 349 occupo- 
tions, are represented, lu tbeae estab- 
lishments 314,009 persons were em- 
ployed in 1905, as compared with 295,- 
087 In 1904. The data are, of count, 
not regarded as exhaustive, but art 
presented as being fairly reprtmvuiatlv* 
of the industries investigated. 


It appears from the results of tbe in- 


vestigation that lu 1905 the average 
wages per hour were l.G per ceut. high- 
er limn in 1904. The average hours of 
labor {>er week remamed tbe sarue, but 
there were U.8 per cent, more pertoua 
employed lu the establishment investi- 
gated. The average weekly earnings 
per employee were therefore higher by 
l.li percent, than in 1904. There belug 
an increase in botn the number of em- 
ployees and lu the weekly earnings 
per employee, there was of course a 
considerable increase in the amount of 
the weekly pay roll, and increase es- 
timated by the statisticians of the Bu- 
reau for the establishments represented 
at 8 per cent. The number of em- 
ployees showed air increase of 40,9 
per ceut, as compared with 1890, while 
tire hours of labor per week showed a 
decrease of 4.8 per cent. The wages 
per hour, on mo other hand, snowed a 
gain of 18 5 per cent, as compared with 
ISOO. 
If the re.-nlis for l'JO-3 tie com- 


pared with the average for me ten-year 
period from ISiK) to 1899, inclusive, we 
liud an increase of IS.!) per cent, in av- 
erage waives pet hour, of 1-1 per cetrt. 
in I he aveni^e u:tiies per UCCK mill of 
o.'l.o' |ier cent, in Loe number of eirl^ 
ployees, while the a^gie^ate weekly 
pay roll showed an increase of o-.-'i per 
cent. On the other hand, the average 
hours of labor per week were 4.1 pec * 
ceut. lower. 


Turning now to the subject of prices, 


it is found that the retail prices of food 
irr 1905 were at the highest point dur- 
ing the sixteen year period covered ny 
the Investigations of tlie bureau. The 
average prices of twenty-three of tn«. 
thirty articles included iu the presenta- 
tion were higher iu 1905 thau iu 1904, 
aud the bnce of every article, except 
coffee aud pruues, was higher iu 1903 
than in 1896. This year, however, was 
the year of lowest prices for tbe period, 
according to the bureau'* calculations. 
Or some important article* tbe average- 
prices were higher lu 1905 thau iu auy 
other year of tbe period. Then* article* 
were wheat, bread, butter, cbeew. 
chickens, corumeal, eggs, fresh ana 
salt fish, milk, mutton aud veal. 'la 
some articles the changes Iu price with- 
in the period have beeu noteworthy. 
In bacon there bas beeu au advance of 
43.6 per cent, since 1896; m Irish po- 
tato**, 43.1 per ceut.; iu eggs, 41.8 par 
ceut.; lu dry or pickled pork, 81.9 p*r 
cent.; lu fresh pork, 30 per ceut.; io> 
flour, 29.8 per ceut., aud iu cornuiMl, 
28.6 per ceut. Giving each of th« 
thirty article* compared a weight ac- 
cording to Its consumption iu the fam- 
ily of the worklugman, tbe Bureau of 
Labor estimates that there bas been au 
increase of .6 per ceut. lu the price of 
food nluce 1904 aud of 12.4 per ceut. a* 
compared with tbe average for the ten- 
year period from 1890 to 1899, while tbe 
advance sluce 1896 bas amounted to 17- 
.7 per ceut. 


Bringing together some of the data 


presented lu the two articles referred 
lo above, It will be seen that the in- 
crease In the average wages per hour 
in 1905 as compared with 1904 was 1.8, 
per cent., while the increase iu the re- 
tail price of food was .6 per ceut., so 
the wages received bad a greater pur- 
chasing power iu tbe latter tbau iu th« 
former year. Maktug a similar com- 
parison betweeu 1905 aud the ten-year 
period from 1890 to 1899, the lucre*** 
in the retail price of food being only 
12.4 per cent., while tbe increase lu the 
average wages per hour was 18.9 per 
cent., the couciusiou 1* reached that 
the purchasing power of an hour'* . 
wage* iu 1905 was greater by 5.8 per 
"int. tbau lu tbe decade mentioned. 
Furthermore, the purchasing power of 
au hour's wages was greater iu 1908 
tbau in any other year covered by the, 
investigation, belug 7.7 per ceut. greater 
than lu 1894, the year of lowest wage*, 
and 1.3 percent, greater thau in 1896, 
tbe year uf lowest retail prices. Tbe 
Increase lu the purchasing power of a 
week's wages was less tbau that of au 
hour's wages because of the reduction 
of the hours of labor during tbe period, 
yet we Bud tbat, according to the sta- 
tistics presented, the iucrease iu the 
purchasing power of a week's wages la 
1905 over tbe average for the teu-year 
period ending wltu 1899 was 1.4 per 
ceut., aud that it was 3.5 per cent, 
greater thau lu 1894, while It was 2.7 
per cent, less than in 1896.
